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Westminster Debating “Tournament. 


The first inter-scholastic debating 
tournament to be held in the Middle 
West was held under the auspices of 
Westminster College at Fulton, March 
18, 19, and 20. Twenty high schools 
had entered teams, though Wellsville 
was compelled to withdraw because of 
illness. 

Fifty-two debaters, with their fac- 
ulty advisers, were the guests of the 
Westminster students during the tour- 
nament. Teams from the following 
schools took part in the contests: 
Clinton, Columbia, Fayette, Harrison- 
ville, Jackson, Jennings, Joplin, 
Kemper Military School, Keytesville, 
Leadwood, Macon, Moberly, Mokane, 
Pacific, Paris, Rockville, Thayer, Uni- 
versity City, and Webster Groves. 

The contests were conducted as an 
elimination tournament. In the first 
round, however, each school debated 
both sides of the question used (that 
of the federal regulation of child lab- 
or) and, winning upon either side, con- 


tinued in the tournament. One defeat in © 


any of the succeeding rounds sufficed 
to eliminate. In the thirtieth and last 
debate of the tourney Webster Groves 
defeated Jackson 4-1 and was declared 
the winner of the tourney. 

The tournament was opened with a 
debate between Mokane and Pacific at 
Swope Chapel at 3:00 o’clock Thurs- 
day afternoon, March 18. From that 
time until Saturday evening one 
might hear a stirring argument upon 
stepping into either the Presbyterian 
or Methodist church, or Swope Chapel, 
any time after 8:00 o’clock in the 
morning.

At noon a buffet luncheon was serv- 
ed at the Phi Delta Theta fraternity 
house. After the debates of the after- 


‘noon it was found that thirteen teams 


had survived the first round and draw- 
ings were made for the second round 
to begin the next morning. 

After the drawings, a banquet was 
tendered the visiting high school de- 
the debaters from the 
University of Wyoming by the 
Missouri Alpha Chapter of Pi Kappa 
Delta, a national forensic fraternity. 
Professor McCluer acted as_ toast- 
master, Dr. J. B. Reeves delivered 
the address of welcome, and Mr. 
A. J. Kissling, assistant to Presi- 
dent Reed, spoke upon “The Secret 
of Westminster’s Success in Debat- 
ing.” The high school faculty ad- 
visers responded in an _ enthusiastic 
manner when called upon for im- 


' promptu remarks. 
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After the banquet all returned to 
the chapel to hear the split team de- 
bate between representatives of West- 
minster College and the University of 
Wyoming. The split team debate was 
held at the request of the Wyoming 
men, and proved a very happy experi- 
ment. Alfred Pence, of Wyoming, 
and John Calvin Brown, of Westmin- 
ster, defended the affirmative of the 
child labor proposition, and Raymond 
Kroggel, of Westminster, and Her- 
bert Libert, of Wyoming, upheld the 
negative. Senator N. T. Cave acted 
as presiding officer. 

Before the debate the audience was 
asked how they stood on the question, 
and 72 stated that they believed in 
the affirmative and 71 in the negative. 
After the debate 56 of the audience 
stated they believed in the affirmative 
and 67 in the negative. The vote, cast 
on the debaters’ ability alone, resulted 
in 104 for the negative and 47 for the 
affirmative. Not all of the audience 
voted, as the chapel was filled. 

The debate was excellent, all of the 
speakers showing unusual ability. The 
high spot probably was the speech of 
Raymond Kroggel, who is a veteran 
on the forensic platform. John Cal- 
vin Brown made his debut in inter-col- 
legiate debating, but made an un- 
usually good showing, especially on 
rebuttal. The Wyoming ‘‘cowboys” 
justified advance reports on their abil- 
ity as debaters, both proving them- 
selves adepts at the game. 

Saturday morning and afternoon 
debates were held simultaneously at 
the chapel and the churches. Late in 
the afternoon Webster Groves and 
Jackson emerged from the semi-final 
round triumphant, Webster Groves de- 
feating Fayette and Jackson winning 
over University City. 

After the reception and_ buffet 
luncheon at the Kappa Alpha fratern- 
ity house, the final debate was held at 
Swope Chapel and prizes were award- 
ed by the presiding officer, Hon. J. R. 


Baker. The trophy cup passed into 
the possession of Webster Groves for 
a year, but is to be held permanently 
only after it has been won three times 
by the same school. A trophy shield 
was also awarded the winning team, 
and a loving cup was awarded as sec- 
ond prize to the Jackson team. 

Twenty-three bronze medals were 
awarded to individual debaters from 
Clinton, Columbia, Fayette, Joplin, 
Kemper, Keytesville, Leadwood, Mo- 
berly, Mokane, Paris, and University 
City, who had won in at least one de- 
bate. Silver medals were awarded the 
members of the Jackson team, Rusby 
Seabaugh and Joe Wagner, and gold 
medals the members of the Webster 
Groves team, Harry Jones and Rob- 
ertson Clagett. 

A Westminster scholarship, valued 
at $93.75, was awarded Robertson 
Clagett for attaining the highest aver- 
age grade throughout the tournament. 
Mr. Clagett was pushed closely for 
this honor by Rusby Seabaugh, of 
Jackson, and S. L. Meyer, Jr., of Fay- 
ette. 

The tournament was a great suc- 
cess. A high order of debating and 
the finest kind of sportsmanship pre- 
vailed throughout. All the visiting de- 
baters expressed an enthusiastic de- 
sire to return next year when it was 
announced that the tournament would 
be held as an annual affair.

Cost of an Education. 


At the last meeting of the North 
Central Association of Colleges and 
Universities figures were quoted 
showing the actual cost of educating 
a student in college. By cost was not 
meant the cost to the student, but 
rather the actual expense incurred by 
the institution in its training of the 
student. For instance, in Ohio in 
1925, the actual cost of educating a 
single student was $885 in the state 
school and $386 in the privately en- 
dowed institution. 

It is interesting to know that a col- 
lege in a neighboring state whose 
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tuition is $225 a year, has a footnote 
in its catalog explaining that “the 
average amount paid per student for 
tuition is less than one-half of the 
actual cost per student.” 

Friends of Westminster College will 
do well to bear in mind that at West- 
minster the tuition is only $125 per 
year, or, in other words, we get from 
the students themselves only about 
one-third of the actual cost of their 
education. When, further, you con- 
sider that approximately one-third of 
our students enjoy scholarships, you 
can realize why the college has need 
for endowment. 

Many educators have come to the 
opinion that the student himself 
should be required to pay the entire 
cost of his education. But to do this 
would rob many a young man of the 
privileges of a Christian education. 
Many men who have received an edu- 
cation at Westminster have spent 
their lives in noble service for their 
fellow men. 

At this time, when Dr. Reed is un- 
able to be about to remind the friends 
of the college of our needs, we sin- 
cerely trust that the many friends of 
Westminster and of Dr. Reed will con- 
tinue to remember the needs of the 
college. We are facing a deficit in 
our current expenses at the present 
time which we trust the friends of the 
college will enable us to remove. 


Basketball Championship. 


The 1926 basketball team finished 
the season with fifteen victories and 
but one defeat. Westminster’s state 
championship team of 1926 was the 
best that has represented the Blue 
Jays since the successful days of De 
Bernardi. Three of our men were 
placed on the All-State team; Henry 
Iba, of Easton, playing his third year 
for the Blue Jays, was the outstand- 
ing star of the year. He was high 
point man of the conference, scoring 
187 points. He was named captain 





and center on the All-State team. 
Jack Conner, of Egbert, Wyoming, 
who scored 160 points, was also placed 
on the forward line of the All-State 
team. Lloyd Harris, of Jackson, our 
stellar guard for the past three years, 
was also a member of the All-State 
team.
